The case is still the all-absorbing topic of 
conversation in police circles, and almost 
every one has a theory as to how the crime 
was committed. The detectives are now 
couvinceed that all of the men in the room 
were armed, and that it was a_ three-cor- 
nered fight. ‘The theory is that there were 
two 388 and one 4l-caliber pistols. It has 
been ascertained that Wilson showed his 
wife his pistol, a double-action, 388 Smith 
& Wesson, with all the chambers but two 
sunny. There is no doubt about this, as 
Wilson showed his wife how he opened it, 
and she tried to get him to leave it at home, 
but he declined to do so. As to Robin- 
son’s pistol (the one found lying by his side 
when the officers entered the room), the 
man has been found who loaned him the 
weapon several days before the shooting, 
when he said that he had 7 $200, and 
was afraid that some one might hold him 
up. Hughes, the man who was playing 
cards with Wilson at the time of the shoot- 
ing, is still in the city, and was on the 
streets yesterday. 

Among other things, itis also said that 
Wilson is somewhere in the neighborhood 
of the city, waiting for the excitement to 
die out, when he will return, give himself 
up, plead self-defense and stand trial. This 
view is strengthened from the fact that, 
from the circumstances attending the trag- 
edy, it will be next to impossible to secure a 
conviction, as there were no witnesses ex- 
cept Hughes, and he did not remain long 
enough tosee the wind up, and cannot say 
whether Robinson was wounded or net 
when he left. Another strong point in 
Wilson’s favor in case he should return to 
stand triai is the fact that the bullet could 
not be found in Robinson’s body. The de- 
tectives insist that they have at least 
two different sizes of bullets which were 
secured at the place where the saooting 


| oecurred, and it cannot be determined 


which of the two killed the man. Alto- 


egether, the case gets rather more compli- 


cated as it is looked into, and wil! make an 
interesting legal fight should the matter 
ever get into the courts. 

The funeral of Robinson took place yes- 
terday afternoon from Orr & Sutch’s, his 
friends in this city having made up a 
sufficient sum to give him a decent burial.

Local and Non-political. 


‘During the past ten days a majority 
of our respected editorial colleagues in 
this section have observed, with varia- 
tions, that now the election is over it 
is time to get down to business. We 
would like, if not too late, to be al- 
lowed to add our perhaps superfluous 
indorsement to this very obvious 
truism, and, in doing so, desire to 
hang thereon a few pertinent re narks. 
Very large estimates have been pub- 
lished in the papers of Southern Califor- 
nia regarding the number of easterners 
who are coming this winter. It has been 
said that 150,000 persons are ‘‘booked”’ 
for Southern California. Such state- 
ments are undoubtedly exaggerated, 
because, firstly, 150,000 is a very large 
number of travelers, who weuld fill 
about 750 trains of eight cars each, and 
secondly, because people are not in the 
habit of ‘‘booking’ themselves for a 
railroad frip several months in ad- 
vance. 

-Exaggerations apart, however, there 
is no doubt that California will re- 
ceive a very large accession to her 


this winter. The chief question for us 
to consider is: How far will Los An- 
geles city and county benefit by this 
large immigration? We want to look 
this matter squarely in.the face; in- 


been deficient, and do our best to sup- 
ply such deficiency. 

It is the usual thing, when an An- 
gelefio returns from a trip east, for him 
to be reported by our enterprising press 
as saying that everyone he met was 
crazy to come to Los Angeles, and that 
those who had been here were bubbling 
over with enthusiastic praises of our 
city; of the way they had been treated 
here, and so forth, adlibitem, et desper- 
andum. This is very pleasant to read, 
aid would be still more pleasant if we 
could be thoroughly assured that it 
fully represented the true situation. 
In that case, all we should need to do 
would be to fill our cellars, dust our 
parlors, raise our prices and let ’em 
come. Unfortunately, however, it is a 
fact that many of om citizens who 
have been east, and whose narratives 
have not been published, tell of meeting 
many of our last.season’s visitors who 
had been thoroughly disgusted with 
our muddy streets, and with the ex- 
orbitant demands of our lodging-house 
keepers. These traveled citizens also 
say that there exists a very general im- 
‘pression back East, which interested 
persons take care to keep alive, that 
southern California, since the specu- 
lative boom burst, is ‘tno good,” and 
that tillers of the soil have largely im- 
bibed the erroneous idea that prices of 
‘farming land in this section are so high 
as to bar out all but dilettanti husband- 
men, to whom profits are no object. 

it has been noted that quite a large 
proportion of the excursionists who 
have come through, so far this season, 
have continued right onto Coronado or 
to Monterey, er, 1f settlers, to points in 
Northern California. It is known 
that quite a number of farmers 
who came ‘through during the 
boom, With a small amount of money, 
have gone to settle up north, along the 
line of the California and Oregon Rail- 
road, and have written back to friends 
in the Kast who were thinking of com- 
ing this way, advising them to go up 
there instead, having formed = im- 
pression—which nobody in! the excite- 
ment of the boom took any’ particular | 
trouble to remove—that there was no 
tarming land tobe had in this neigh- 
borhood at a moderate price. 

The northern part of the State, aided 
by the State boards of trade and immi- 
gration, the Southern Pacific Company 
and San Francisco capitalists, is bend- 
ing every energy:to..attract this class 
of population, recognizing the fact 
which we, in our haste to grow rich, 
have hitherto overlooked—that such

receive. IHitherto, our northern neigh- 
bors have not been very successful in 
inducing immigration, but now it looks 
as if Southern California had assisted 
them in doing what their own unaided 
efforts would not have accomplished 
for many years to come. 

Stich being the present. state of 
affairs, it would seem proper to ask: 
What are we going to do about it? 

First of all, it would be well for us 
to dismiss from our minds the errone- 
ous idea that eastern visitors and set- 
tlers are bound to come to Los Angeles 
county. - Between Point Coneepcion 
and San Diego, and for forty miles 
back from the ocean, there are about 
ten thousand square miles of soil and 
climate, equal to anything we can offer 
in this county. In the rest of the State 
there are some hundred thousand miles, 
inore or less, of good soil, with a climate 
which, while not equal to ours, is yet 
so far superior to anything the east- 
erner has been accustomed to, that it 
seems to him perfection—or very near 
it. Moreover, he finds the additional 
attraction of good land at from $10 to 
$25 an acre. Such is the opposition we 
have to encounter, and if well-advised, 
we shall recognize it. The wise gen- 
eral does not belittle the strength of 
the enemy. | 4 

New arrivals in this State may be di- 
vided into three chief classes: 

1. Health and pleasure seekers; who 
come—mostly in winter—to avoid the 
rigorous climate of the East. 

2. Farmers; who have sold out their 
eastern places, and come to engage in 
agriculture, or horticulture, under a 
more kindly sky. 

5. Speculators and investors; who are 
attracted by the high rate which money 
commands here, and seek openings for 
their surplus capital. 

Hitherto our efforts have been 
mainly directed toward the third-class 
of these arrivals—the speculators; and 
even then the class of investments 
which we have pressed upon them has 
been of a very limited character, con- 
sisting almost exclusively of desirable 
building lots. This line of energy has 
temporarily reached its limit, and we 
must now turn our attention to the 
other two classes—the winter tourists 
and settlers. 3 

What do we of Los Angeles offer to 
tourists whocome hither in search of 
health and pleasure? This class of 
visitors is largely composed of wealthy 
people, who are accustomed not only 
to convenience but to luxury at home, 
and expect to find it abroad, We need 
not refer to the shameful condition of 
our streets last winter. The matter 
has been written about until it has be- 
come tiresome. Considerable improve- 
ment has been effected, but there 
is much yet left undone. Then, 
again, we have not a_ single 
boulevard, well graded and watered, 
upon which a drive can_ be enjoyed 
with any comfort. Such a lack of a 
usual convenience cannot fail to arouse 
in the minds of our visitors invidious 
comparisons with other places, even on 
this coast, such as San José, where the 
hard, tree-lined roads are regularly 
sprinkled for a distance of seven miles 
from the city. | 

Another thing which has caused un- 
favorable remark on the part of tour- 
ists is the exactions of our lodging and 
boarding house keepers. An instance 
of this was furnished just before the 
recent Odd Fellows’ Encampment, 
when a number of boarding-house pro- 
prietors informed their guests—some 
of whom had been with them for many 
months—that winter prices would be- 
gin the next week. As a consequence, 
many sought other quarters, and the 
number of visiting Odd Fellows being 
far less than was expected, some of 
those landlords were left with almost 
empty houses—a just punignment for

While merely to attempt such a pro- 
gramme—one which is far more exacting 
and more comprehensive than is usual— 
does not always imply a capacity for it, in 
the case in point happily it does. Mr. Piutti 
is too true an artist to play what he cannot 
play well,and while his playing of the 
same number may differ widely at different 
times and under different moods, yet one 
who knows him, or has heard him play, is 
sure of some —_— enjoyment while 
listening, and of carrying away some vital 
memory of his personality as well. Whether 
he plays at his best or not, the music and 
the character is there, and there is never 
any of the eternal monotony and everlasting 
grayness of the technically perfect, soufless, 
machine performer, of whom one asks only 
that he shall touch the keys atthe exact 
instant, and about whose real self one cares 
nothing. “While Mr. Piutti’s tecnique 
is excellent in every Way, and 
his _therefore restful and 
quiet, he yet adds to this the soul of his art, 
remembering and showing forth in his play- 
ing the fact that, from the standpoint of 
art, “mere mechanical. reproduction, how- 
ever faithful to detail, cannot stand beside 
a broad idealization.” Mr. Piutti gives the 
“broad idealization,” and the musician 
whodoes that may justly expect that “‘all 
other things shall added unto him” in 
the way of worldly success and grateful ap- 
preciation. 

The numbers of the programme that 
created the warmest feelingin the audienee 
were the “Sonate Pathetique,” ‘‘Gonde- 
liera,’ ‘Funeral March” and the noc- 
turne in F sharp. 

The recital was given in Bartlett’s Hall, 
which is central and comfortable, but once 
in a while insufferahly noisy, as was the 
case yesterday afternoon. A_ certain 
amount of noise cannot be avoided in the 
heart of the city, but some one in authority 
should have done the musician the favor to 
prevent the unloading of a truck full of 
weighty boxes immediately under the 
window, if the hall is to continne to be what 
it should be, the best in the city for small 
recitals of all kinds.

William J. O’Connor, the 
Canadian oarsman, defeated Te emer 
of McKeesport, Pa., holder of the title of 
champion oarsman of America, this after- 
noon, in a three-mile race, on the Potomac 
River, opposite Washington, for the cham- 
pionship of America anda stake of $2500 
aside. O’Connor rowed in splendid form, 
and led from start to finish, Teemer at no 
time being able to overtake him. O’Connor 
will now go to Australia and battle with 
Searle for the championship of the world. 
The course selected was three miles, with 


arrived, the coal-dumps, gas works, wharves 
and boathouses were lined with people, 
fully 10,000. persons being spectators from 
the shore, while many others occupied seats 
on small river craft.

Club, who had been selected as referee, got 
the men in line. When, a minute later, he 
gave the signal “Go,” O’Connor was off 
like afi:sh, and was half a length in the 
lead before Teemer could dip his oars in 
the water. O’Connor, with a stroke of 34 
to the minute, gradually gained on the 
McKeesport sculier, who pulled about two 
strokes faster. At the half mile the Cana- 


him and his competitor, and slowed down 
his stroke to 32 to the minute. At the mile 
he held his lead, but he was out of his 
course and lost some distance, so that at 
the turn he was only a length ahead. 
Rounding the buoy, O’Connor put on a 
spurt and witha long, powerful pull of 32 
to the minute, he gained rapidly on ‘Teemer, 
and drepping his stroke to 28 was a good 
three lengths in the lead when two miles of 
the course had been gone over. The Can- 
adian sculier was fresh and every stroke 
seemed full of power, while Teemer, though 
pulling 32 to O’Connor’s 28, moved ahead 
slowly and seemed to labor. From this 
point8on O’Connor increased his lead, and 
slowing up toward the finish _line, he 
¢rossed it winner, about 10 lengths ahead of 
Teemer. 

Winner’s time was 20 minutes and 35 
seconds, Teemer’s time was not taken, 
but was estimated to be 25 seconds slower. 

O’Connor pulled over to the referee’s 
boat, and inquired if everything was all 
right. Elder told him it was, and that he 
bad won. He paddled pg off to his 
boathouse without a word. His backers, 
however, were jubilant, and loudly gave 
vent to theirfeelings. Joseph Rodgers of 
Toronto, a backer of O’Connor, said as 
soon as the race was over that he now pro- 
posed to go to Australia and wrest the 
world’s from Searle. O’Con- 
nor was trained -by George Lee, and 
Teemer by Albert Hamm. or 

THE VICTOR’S CAREER. 

William J. O’Connor, who, by today’s 
race, becomes champion oarsman of Amer- 
ica, was born in Toronto, Canada, about 25 
years ago, and first came into prominence 
in 1882 as a member of the Don Amateur 
Rowing Club of Toronto. In 1883 he won 
the senior single-scull championship at 
Hamilton, Ont., having a short time before, 
with his partner, Enright, won the cham- 
ionship for double sculls from the Lang 
rothers. He became a professional oars- 
man in 1885 by challenging Ritz of Pitts- 
burgh to a race for $1000 a side, but the lat- 
ter declined to row. In 1887 he defeated 
Albert Hamm, but in his next race, at Buf- 
falo, his boat was swamped, and he only 
took third place, Hanlan winning. In 
March of this year he defeated Peterson, 
the Pacific Slope champion, at San Fran- 
cisco, and subsequently he met and de- 
feated George Lee, Gaudaur and other 
good men. He is 5 feet 10 inches in height, 
and weighed 163 pounds today.

THE BOSTON KETURNS. 
Obliged 


to Leave Hayti on Account 
of Yellow Fever. 

New York, Nov. 24.—[By the Associated 
Préss.} The United Statessteamer Boston, 
last reported at  Port-au-Prinée, Hayti, 
where she was sent when the Haytian Gov- 
ernment seized the American steamer 
Haytian Republic, reached New York this 
morning and anchored in quarantine. It is 
reported that the Boston returned from 
Hayti on account of yellow fever breaking 
out among the crew. 

Commander Ramsay of the Boston reports 
that he left Port-au-Prince November 16th. 
Surgeon Simonas, Frank Thomas, a seaman, 
and Charles Mitchell, an ordinary seaman, 
-are sick on board. John J. Kelly and E. J. 
Trapp, apprentices, died November 20th. 
November 2ist John Uselman, a marine, 
died, followed the next day by the death of 
John Rebol, another marine. Yellow fever 
is supposed to be the cause. ‘The steamer 
carries 356 men, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—The Navy De- 
partment today received a telegram_ from 
Capt. Ramsay, commander of the United 
States ship Boston, which arrived at quar- 
antine, New York harbor, this morning, 
stating that the vessel had yellow fever 
aboard. The Boston has been at Port-au- 
Prince, Hayti, ona diplomatic mission, but 
lefton the 15th, when fever appeared, Four 
men died of the disease, and Surgeon W. J. 
Simons and two men are now sick. There 
have been no new cases on board since the 
19th inst. 

No information of lage date from Hayti 
regarding the disposition of the seized 
American vessel, Haytian Republic, has 
been received at the Department of State, 
and it is presumed that the Boston_ bears 
dispatches from the United States Consul. 

New York, Nov. 24.—In regard to the 
Haytian Republic matter, from a chat with 
one of the oicers of the Boston it seems 
that the steamer Haytian Republic was cap- 
tured, while coming out of the harbor of St. 
Mare, ‘for trying to raise the block- 
ade by the MHaytian man-of-war Des- 
aline.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


fhe Temperance Question Comes 
Before the Order. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| At the forenoon session of 
the Knights of Labor, some minor commit- 
tees reported on matters of no general in-
